DEPARTURE RATE 

So far in 1971 nearly 3,500 Jews 
have emigrated, the sources said. 
The average departure rate for the 
previous ten years was about 1,300 
per year, they said, and in no year 
has the number of departures ex- 
ceeded 2,200. 

Officlal Soviet sources of informa- 
tion have made no reference to the

WASHINGTON. — The Defence De- 
partment spokesman said yesterday 
that South Vietnamese forces had 
withdrawn from Cambodia as plan- 
ned. 

Jerry Friedheim said the South 
Vietnamese had intended to with- 
draw some of their main combat 
units from Cambodia with the onset 
of the rainy season which now is 

. The withdrawal, he said, 
“appears from here to be orderly 
and according to their plan.” 

Mr. Friedheim acknowledged that 
the South Vietnamese had been in- 
volved in some heavy engagements 
with the Communists, but said that, 
on the whole, the operation in Cam- 
bodia had been successful. He cre- 
dited it with being responsible for 
the low Communist action in Mill- 
tary Regions Two and Three in 
South Vietnam. In turn, this helped 
keep down U.S. casualties. “For that 
‘we are gratified,” he said.

RUMANIAN PREMI ER MAY TRY Conference meets

US. Jews may suffer 
τ from too much power 


“PEVOLUTIONISM and the Jews" 
is the title of a series of 
articles In a recent iasue of “Com- 
mentary” (published by the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee) by some 
of today’s most incisive thinkers 
about contemporary Jewish life. 
Walter Laqueur writes about radi- 
colism and Israel; Robert Alter 
about the radicals “appropriating 
the religious tradition’ and he — 
together with Norman Podhoretz 
launches an all-out attack on the 
notorious “Freedom Seder.” But 
the entry I want to summarise is 
Nathan Glazer’s powerful contri-

=the future of U.S. Jewry 85 a re- 
sult of the newly emerging pat- 
terns of American life. 

Intellectuals, be writes, have now 
become insiders in the universities 
and colleges, which in turn have 
become far more central in Amer- 
fean life in the past couple of de- 
ecades. The U.S. student ‘body now 
mumbera seven million with 600,000 
faculty members! This in itself 
constitutes a basic revolution in 
American life. Intellectuals now 
form a distinct grouping within 
Ameridan society (no longer ex- 
traneous outsiders) — and a high 
Proportion of this group is Jewish. 

Jews, who form three per cent 
of the American population, form 
more than a third of the faculties 
of the elite schools and over 10 
per cent of the total faculty po- 
Pulation. Moreover, Jews are pro- 
minent in allied walks of life — 
for example publishing, in which 
few Jews worked 15 years ago, but 
which largely is today a “Jewish 
industry.” Jews have always been 
Prominent in mass entertaimment 
— and a recent development is 
the inteHectualisation of this 
sphere too. , 

Because so many intellectuals 
‘are Jews (even if most Jews are 
not intellectuals), one of the most 
serious issues affecting the posi- 
tion of Jews during the coming 
years may well stem from the cir- 
cumstance that ft Has been the in- 
tellectuals who have stood in the 
vanguard of the opposition to 
American participation in the Viet- 
nam war and who have also over- 
thrown several traditional restraints 
— on sexual behaviour, on anti- 
authoritarian behaviour, on violent 
behaviour in certain settings — 
that had been established in Amer- 
iean society. Glazer goes on to

They can select quite 
different facts for emphasis and 
interpret the same facts different- 
ly: that it was the boys who did 
not go to college who fought the 
wer; that it was the boys wha 
stayed behind — part of the in- 
tellectual class and their teachers 
— who opposed the war and. made 
impossible a united national com- 
mitment to those fighting it; that 
the war was lost in large measure 
because the intellectuals under- 
mined patriotism, nationalism, the 
authority of government and army. 
Stab-in-back 

“The concelvable end of this line 
of thinking,” he writes, “διὰ many 
of the parents. and relatives of the 
300,000 dead and maimed Amer- 
icang may take it — is that the 
intellectuals are responsible, the 
students, the longhairs and (if the 
inhibitions against anti-Semitism 
raised ‘by the war against Hitler 
should be overcome) finally the 
Jews." In other words, he foresees 
the possibility of the rise of a stab- 
in-the-back myth (vide post-World 
War I Germany) which may be 
directed not only against intellec- 
tuals and students but conceivably 
Jews as Jews. After all, this 1s 
the first war that America hag 
lost. 

He also notes the transformation 
in the tone of moral discourse and 
the character of public and pri- 
vate behaviour in the U.S. over 
the past decade. For example, Jews 
have been prominent in flooding 
the bookshops wih what was until 
recently considered.-hard-core por- 
nography (a by-product of the 
prominent role of Jews in paper- 
back publishing and distribution). 
Similarly — he notes — ig the 
transformation of flms to the point 
where the family movie has be- 
come a small part of the whole. 
Sim#arly, the ltberaHsation of- the 
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abortion laws: in’ whieh Jewish le- 


. glslators were prominent. Also, some 
-of the chief propagandists for H- 


beralsed drugs laws as well ag 
many of the leaders of the attack 
on authority of college administra- 
tors, police and government of- 
ficlals have been Jews.

The hinterland does not produce — it 
takes the television, movies and 
books it gets from the cosmopolis. 
And. continues Glazer, “I belleve 
that there is a good “deal of re- 
sentment in the hinterland over 
what the cosmopolis has been giving 
it.” Perhaps the cultural victory of 
cosmopolis is so complete that the 
hinterland can no longer fight 
back — but he feels that in the 
potential backlash lies the greatest 
single danger to Jews in the next 
ten years, 

He finds the prospects equally 


ominous in considering what the Pp 


intellectuals have thought and said, 
and notes three aspects that are 


troubling for the Jewish position. - 


Firat is the disappearance of any 
important group of intellectuals or 
stream of intellectual activity that 
finds anything good or positive 
about America or American life. 

In the 1940s and 19503 the in- 
tellectuals found much to approve 
in the American way of life (en- 
couragement of group life of various 
kinds; ability to change without 
violence; genérous assistance to war- 
ravaged countries; openness to for- 
eign and immigrant influence; re- 
lative classlessness). All this hag 
now changed and these values are 
questioned or seen es hypocrisies. 
This too can affect the Jews. 


Success suspect 


A country in which the authority 
of the govérnmment is undermined, 
a society in which violence be- 
comes more common, do not re- 
present an environment in which 
Jews will flourtsh. One danger here 
is that public opinion, influenced by 
the “intellectuals, comes to assume 
that ‘American intervention is al- 
ways selfish or imperialist or racist. 
Similarly, in the domestic sphere, 
if America is believed to be in- 
herently discriminatory, then the 
wery success of the Jewish group 
becomes suspect. 

A second point of concern is the 
intellectual .assessment -of the mo- 
ral quality of Jewish life, both in 
the U.S, and Israel. Twenty years 
ago events combined to raise Jewish 
prestige ‘among intellectuals to a 
new high, Previously, intellectuais 
had not well of Jews. 
‘Until the ἰδία 19th century they 
were regarded 85 medieval, money- 
grasping and clanntsh, But World 
War ΤΙ and its aftermath let loose 
a whve of philo-Semitism among

Another factor was the recrud- 
escence of Marxist and other radical 
doctrines and the support given by 
many intellectuals to authoritarian 
regimes: the Jews were now look- 
edn as a backward element im- 
eding progress, The fall in the 
credit of religion was a ‘further 
factor contributing to the decline 
of philo-Semitism. 

A third aspect is that Jews have 
depended on itberal values and the 
intellectuals are turning their backs 
on these values, In certain circles 
“tolerance” has become a dirty word, 
And, of course, more than most 
people Jews need a civil society, 
in which rules exist and are enforc- 
ed, because their very security is 
posited on the- rules of civilised 


intercourse. 5 
Summing up, he writes that if 
intetlectuals maintain their 
prominence and power, Jews will 
suffer; and if they decline in power 
and influence, Jews will suffer. 


Self-hatred ἡ 


“Jews stand for retionality; they 
stand for individual responsibility; 
they stand for ambiguity and irony, 
they stand for the virtue of attach 
ment to a concerted people and to 
abstract universal principles; they 
stand for the modification of the 
ideal by the -reai”. 

All these are today under attack. 
In the past, Jewish self-hatred re- 
sulted from the embarrassment of 
being associated with 2 low-caste 
people. Today it emerges from 2 
hatred of what the Jews have be- 
come and the qualities they stand 
for — rationality, toleration, moder- 
ation. But, Glazer concludes, Jewish 
iaterests are clearly tied up with 
the fate of liberalism, tolerance and 
nonviolence — this‘ applies to the 
U.S., to other countries where Jews 
live as minorities, and to Israel. And 
he feels ¢hat the challenge to intel- 
Jectuals committed to Kberal values 
and Jewish interests is to influence 
fellow intellectuals to give up*their 
attachment to the enemies of those 
values on the Left while guarding 
against counterattack from the Right,

at thelr own peril. 

‘While Mr. Phillips is correct in 
pointing to the dangers of arousing 
unreal expectations, he, draws the 


the U.S, It is simply not true to 
claim that the U.S, attacked po- 
verty with great determination and 
substantial reources. My own re- 
search and that of practically 
everyone else who studied this pro-

cess, showed that it was precisely 
‘because these elements were mizs- 
ing that the assault on poverty 
was but a minor skirmish or a re- 
connaissance pt best, and thus con- 
tributed to great dialllusionment 
and frustration. Until there is more 
evidence of a strong policy com- 
mitment and sufficient funding, it 
ig misleading to blame the recal- 
eitrance of the poor for the per- 
sigstence of poverty and inequality. 
In Tsrael, tt is possitle not to 
abolish poverty, but as Dr. Israel 
Katz ‘and others have emphasized, 
to narrow the gap by the chalce 
of appropriate income maintenance, 
sotial and economic policies, par- 
ticularly those directed at the 
structure of taxation, housing and 
labour markets. and the education- 
al system. In order for such poli- 
cleg to be adopted, however, and 
suitable programmes implemented, 
it wii be necessary for Israel to 
show the kind of resolute determi- 
mation to reduce inequality that it 


has so effectively demonstrated in- 


ita determination to defend :tseif.

DDT is harmful, 
says professor 


To the Editer of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — The article on DDT, in the 
form of a ΕΟ. dispatch (May 
16) cannot go unchallenged. In 
this article several errors of fact 
are made and questionable opinions 
are stated and, basically, the whole 
clean environment campaign is at- 
tacked ss composed of only emo- 
tionalism. 
I will challenge the content of 
this article on several grounds. The 
pseudo-scientific content is, for the 
most part true when it comes to 
entomology and the effect of chlo- 
rinated hydrocarbons and their toxi- 


been put under effective control for 
the first time. True, agricultural 
output hagsimproved greatly through 
the use of pesticides both in terms 
of human endeavour and in terms 
of actual productivity. Gut to say 
that DDT-resistant insects have not 
appeared is simply not true. To 
say that DDT is safe simply be- 
cause it has not so far been defini- 
tlvely proved to be dangerous is 
pure nonsense.

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RUSSIA’S 


CHARIOT! 


By IVAN BERENYI 

F the circulation of “Konevodstvo,” 
the Russian specialist journal 

for horse-breeders, is to be ac- 
cepted as 2 yardstick, then there 
ere between 70,000 and 100,000 
horse-breeding enthusiasts in Mos- 
cow alone, and in the U.S.S.R.as a 


whole ‘the number must run into 
mrillions. 


At first sight this may seem 
bizarre — an esoteric pursuit un- 
likely to grip ἃ nation. But things 
—— as so often in the Soviet Unioa 
— are not quite what they seem. 
For lurking discreetly among the 
specialist papers are race program- 
mes and form sts for one of 
Russia's favourite sports — trotting. 

This ancient sport is derived from 
the former Russian oreoccupation 
with breeding horses of power and 
stamina to provide c>mmunications 
in this vast country, 
surviving the rigours of those long 
Russian wlaters. 

Officially, of course, this ts still 
what trotting is all about. Hidien 
obscurely in the new five-year Plan 
ts a reference to “ralsing the stand- 
ard of Seviet horse-breeding.” This 
might not seem such ἃ vital part 
of the economy of a nation whose 
communications no longer rely to 
any great extent on horses, anj in- 
deed it is really an indirect ac- 
knowledgement of the importance 
of trotting to the Russian public, 
for many cf whom it curiously as- 
sumes the importance of football to 
the West European man in the 
street. 


Superb stallion 


Tretting is chartot-racing of a 
sort. In Russia, it dates back to the 
1770s when 2 certain Count Orlav, 
exchanged for the Turkish admiraté 

‘or the lral’s 
family and brought back to hia 
estates a wuperb white stallion call- 
ed Smetanka, which sired the breed 
now known as the Orlov trotter — 
the staple ‘horse of the sport today. 

‘Unlike ordinary fhorse-racing, 
whose Russian season is foreshort- 
ened by the weather, trotting races 
go on all year round, in Mascow 
three times a week, and major meets 

on radio and television 
end sake the front page of the na- 
tonal AM this for an oc- 
eupation which, functlonaries will 
have you believe, is still justified as 
it originally was by the need ‘to test 
new breeds of horse.

The oldest trotting stadium in the 
U.S.S.R. isthe Moscow Hipoodrome, 
opened in 1884 (when, incidentally, 
organised racing and betting were 
imported from the U.S., although 
now this is vehemently denied), and 
this Hippcdreme 15. the scene of 
all the tountry’s most {important 
meets —- the Moscow Prize, for 
example. or the Great Prize of the 
Soctalist Countries, or the mulitl- 
beat Peace Prize. Trotting is also 
big business. The Moscow Prize 
pays 1L170,000, two-thirds of which 
gees to the state cr cofective 
farm in which the winning stale & 
Iseated or to which it is offictally at- 
tached. 

There are about 100 stables, and 
competition is intense. The fortunes

Diplomatic “reports of “missile” 
installations on Zanzibar are thought 
by some western diplomats to refer 
to modest ground-to-air defences:

bia will need ground-to-ground 
missile installations, with surface-to- 
air missile protection, in order to 
eancel out white-ruled southern 
Africa's arms advantage.

The cautious first steps of Im- 
poverished Tanzania and slightly 
better endowed Zambia into the 
fleld of sophisticated weaponry will 
greatly increase the Chinese role, 
it is thought.

No to Russia 


Russia’s 44-man mission here now

Russian diplomat in 
East Africa told his American op- 
posite number recently, with dis- 
arming frankness: “We've offered 
Tanzania all sorts of schemes, but 
they said they didn't want any more 
aid from us. They say the Chinese 
don’t interfere and keep a low pro- 
file.” ‘Westerners interpret this to 
mean that China's terms for major 
aid are: no major aid from Russia.

Karume merely adjusted his sights 
a little higher and said Nyerere's 
(temporary) resignation from the 
presidengy in 1801 — to devote 
himself to party organization --- 
had been “a geod thing.” 

Although he later denied the ob- 
vious impHecation of this statement, 
a senior minister remarked at a 
cocktall party: “Of course Karume 
intends to be president” 

Karume’s new style —- direct

Seeing his mob value, members of 
the cabinet are swinging their sup- 
port to kim.

DUTY TO ISRAEL 
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rederika 
own book 


LONDON (Reuter). — 
ΝΞ many queens get to writing 
a book — but then few are as 
unusual as Frederika of Greece, the 
Queen Mother. ae 
Frequently caught up in politics, 
despite the tendencies of modern 
monarchies to be above such things, 
she has often been controversial 
Not even her beauty, which at 54 
she retains today, has kept her out 
of trouble. A visit to Britain in 
1963 for a royal wedding brought 
demonstrations against her by peo- 
ple who associated the Queen wth 


; the political situation in her coun- 
| try at the time, 


‘But she rarely lacked toughness 
&s she demonstrated touring Greece 
after World War II when the coun- 
try was troubled by communist re- 
bellion. 


Now in “Measure of Understand- 
ing” (Macmillan, London £3.50), 
her autoblography published last 
week, Queen Frederika discusses 
publicly her thoughts on monarchy, 
her love for her late husband King 
Paul and the Greek people, as well 
as her religious philosophy. 

She does reveal self doubts — 
such as an unnecessary operation 
en her appendix when she felt she 
could not face the public eye any- 
more. But encouraged by King Paul 
she returned to the fray. 

Born in the medieval castle of 
Blankenburg in Germany in 1917, 
& descendant of the same house of 
Hanover that gave Queen Victoria 
to Britain and of the Hohenzollerns 
that gave Germany the Kaiser, she 
had to live down the epithet of 
“that German woman” after mar- 
rying Paul in 1988. 

BRIEFLY ἘΣΤΙ YOUTH 

Tt was also remembered when 

the Germans invaded Greece In 
World War II, that she was briefly 
@ member of the Hitler Youth 
Movement. But she explains in the 
book that her family had little 
choice and it was precisely because 
of this that they - eventually sent 
her from Germany to finish her 
schooling in England. 
Much of her book is spent on 
showing both her love for King 
Paul and of her efforts to convince 
the Greek people that she was one 
of them. 


While her brothers fought for ἃ 
while in the German Army, she 
was busy in exile, first in South 
Africa and later in Egypt, organis- 
ing help for her Greek people to 
resist the Germans. Her particular 
mentor at the time was South Af- 
rican leader Field Marshal Jan 
Smuts, with whom she built an ea- 
pecially close relationship that led 
her to philosophical searches. 

LAND OF HEROES 

Her attitude toward the German 
invasion was clear. In a letter to 
her family she says of the attack: 
“there was a time when I thought

Average gross income of urban 
‘wage-earning families rose by 13.8 
per cent in 1970, as against an in- 
erease of 85 per cent the year 
before, according to the Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics, Average income 
was IL11,800 a year (for an aver- 
age family of four persons) — of

Offers extra kindergarten 
Allon under ‘fire for compromises 


in education programmes 


Jerussiem Post Knesset Reporters 
‘Education Minister Yigal Allon 
explained to the Knesset yesterday 
how the introduction of more free, 
compulsory high school was being 
staggered, and how he planned to 
give every three- and four-year-old 
πρὶ the country kindergarten facti- 
‘However, he faced a barrage of 
criticism from nearly every part of 
the House — including some Coali- 
tion speakers — the keynote of 
which was that still not enough 
was being done to meet education- 
al needs, 

The result was the third 
full-dresg debate of the year on the 
work of the Education Ministry — 
although the fommal parliamentary 
context was a technical amendment 
to the Compulsory Hducation Law. 
(The Education Ministry came on 
the House carpet earlier, once, when 
its annual budget was debated, and 
again when the teachers were strik- 
ing.) 

Mr. Allon recalled that his pre- 
deceasor, the late Zalman Aranne, 
had announced in January 1969, 
that ninth graders would all have 
free, compulsory schooling by the 
1972/73 year. However, the Trea- 
sury said it lacked the money, and 
the result was a difference of opi- 
anion with the Education Ministry. 

The compromise finally reached, 
which the amendment was intend- 
ed to write into law, provided for 
ninth graders to get thelr free com- 
pulsory year by 1978/74 (a year 
later than planned). Tenth-graders 
would get the free year, also, over 
the period 1974/75 to 1977/78. Mr. 
Allon said that the free years would 


: be given first in low-income urban 


quarters as well as development 
areas. ; 

NOW TO BE COMPULSORY 

The Minister stressed that low-in- 
come families were already getting 
free high school, for the most part. 
‘The law would add the compulsory 
element, which was most important 
in these Income brackets. | 

Mr. Allon also announced’ that, 
over the next five years, every child 
between ages 8-5 be able to at- 
tend a ‘kindergarten. 

At present, 37,000 tots from Jow- 
income familles were the 
Kindergarten facilities free, and an- 
other 18,000 places would be added 
over the next two years. The plan 
was to open some 600 kindergartens 
for this age group, and the only 
obstecles were premises and train- 
ed staff. These would become avai- 
lable within two or three years. 

Other plans to hep the disad- 
vantaged with their higher educa- 
tion include pre-university courses 


_ for ex-soldiers from low-income fa-' 


miles who lacked matric. The 
courses would last elght months. 
‘There would also be refresher cour-
